BOARD OF EDUCATION ~ 


For the Year ending March 1, 1887. 


NO. -15 


Both terms of the primary school were taught by Miss Ella E. Wood, . 
a teacher who needs neither introduction nor commendation at our - 
hands. Commencing with a definite object in view, each step was 
carefully chosen and nothing allowed to pass until thoroughly under- 
stood. ‘The result of the school year fully proved the value of correct - 
principles, and thorough instruction; several pupils from eight to ten 
years of age having completely mastered the first principles of arith- 
metic, and made rapid progress in reading, spelling. and geography. 

The first term of the grammar school was taught by Miss Alice L. 
Bond, of Thetford, Vt. With the variety of studies and number of 
classes in this school no teacher can do perfect work. When from 20 
to 25 recitations are crowded into a single day, some of them must be 
neglected. In spite of many disadvantages, good progress was made 
in most of the classes, and the term closed with the hearty approval of— 
all in the means and methods employed.

The same teacher was engaged for the second term. At the close of 
the sixth week Miss Bond was obliged to relinquish her work on ac- 
count of sickness; pupils and teacher parting with regret. Miss 
Zula Purmort, of Meriden, was engaged to finish the term, but after 
two days was called home. After some delay, Franklin Wyman, of 
Hillsboro’ Bridge, was placed inthe school. Mr. Wyman proved to be 
the right man for the place. Under his care, thorough, practical in- 
struction was given in all branches. The examination at the close 
fully proved that excellent results had been obtained for the school 
‘year. 


NO. 2. 


Miss Lenna J. Dickey taught the summer term. This is one of the 
best of our schools. The pupils are punctual and regular in their at- 
tendauce, quiet and industrious in the school room. Monthly written 
reviews showed a high average in scholarship. Good order, system 
and complete harmony prevailed during the entire term. 

Miss Clara B. Lufkin, of Unity, taught the fall term. Careful, thor- 
ough instruction was given, and especially good work in arithmetic, 
algebra and physiology. The active, united support given to this 
school by the entire community, is sufficient assurance of continued 
success and prosperity. 

NOws, 

Miss Hattie M. Murdough, a teacher well known to you through 
previous reports, taught the summer term in No.3. Some improve— 
ment was made over previous terms in punctuality and attendance. In 
addition to the regular course of study, instructive oral lessons were 
given in history and many useful and practical suggestions upon other 
topics. 

Mrs. D. Jennie Alexander taught the fall term. Her name is suffi- 
cient assurance of success. Under her care this school has made a 
long stride in advance, and both parents and pupils are well pleased 
with the result. 


Both terms were taught by Miss Minnie E. Chatterton. This is the 
smallest school in town, and from this cause is at some disadvantage, 
Good results were obtained from the summer term. The school ap- 
peared well at the commencement of the fall term. Loss of interest 
and non-attendance caused it to close sooner than intended. We are 
of opinion that the vacation allowed most of the schools was a mistake 
in No. 5.

NO. 6. 

Miss Mattie L. Mathewson taught both terms. Although one of the 
youngest teachers employed, we think her among the best for young 
scholars. This district has the newest, neatest school-room in town. 
Good order and discipline were observed in both terms, and oral meth- 
ods employed to assist the young scholars. Satisfactory progress was 
mace in all the branches taught. 


NO. 3. 


Miss Hattie L. Upton had charge of this school for the year. Good 
order, system and strict attention to her duties, were prominent fea- 
tures on the teacher’s part. The examination in geography and arith-— 
metic deserve special mention, and steady improvement was made in 
other branches. The attendance during the fall term was not as good, 
and the large number of tardy marks would seem to indicate loss of 
interest on the part of parents and pupils. 


NWOse9. 


Three terms in this school. Mrs. Belle E. Reed teaching the sum- 
mer and fall terms with the same success which had attended her pre- 
vious efforts in the schools of this town, and which had given her a 
place among the best in point of experience and ability. Most of the 
pupils in this schoolare young, but they are attentive and industrious, 
and in punctuality and attendance are among the best in town. Good 
progress was made in the branches taught, both parents and pupils 
striving to make the school a success. Miss Minnie E. Chatterton 
elosed the school year with a winter term of 7 weeks. The school ap- 
peared well when visited, and gave evidence at the close of good work. 


NO. 10. 


Mrs. Laura A. Hawkins taught the first term. Mrs. Hawkins is 
thorough and systematic in her methods of instruction. The record 
of daily attendance good. Careful attention was given to arithmetic 
and grammar, with good success. 

Miss Myrtie E. Reed was engaged for the second term. She is the 
youngest of the teachers employed during the past year, and while 
there was no want of endeavor on her part, the result furnished anoth- 
er illustration of the value of experience and thorough preparation for 
successful work in the schoolroom. The three or four pupils who at- 
tended regularly, made good progress. If terchers could receive the 
united support of the parents, one prolific source of trouble in this 
school would be removed. 
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NOVI 

Mrs. D. Jennie Alexander of Unity taught the first term. This 
school will seldom find a more patient, earnest teacher and one who 
will better perform the difficult and exacting duties which are here re- 
quired. Especially good work was accomplished in arithmetic and al- 
gebra, and steady progress in all classes. Miss F. H. Wescott, a Nor- 
mal School graduate from Castine, Me., was engaged for the second 
term. After a trial of seven weeks we were obliged to admit that 
the interest of the school demanded that it should be closed. <A va- 
riety of causes may be mentioned to account for the failure of this 
term, and first of all, the charge that the teacher did not receive the 
support which should have been given from the Superintendent of 
Schools may be true, and I wish to assume my full share of the res- 
ponsibility. That some of the pupils were not altogether blanreless 
is evident, while the success of the previous term and the entire 
harmony and good will which prevailed between teacher and pupils for 
the remainder of the school year would seem to indicate that Miss 
Wescott did not possess all qualifications necessary to success in the 
schoolroom. Mrs. Alexander was employed for the third term with 
the best results. Teacher and pupils worked together for the benefit 
of the school, and it was a pleasant and profitable term. Thanks are 
due Miss Mattie L. Matthewson for assistance in the primary classes. 

NO. 12. 

The summer term was taught by Miss Mary E. Davis of Marlow. 
At commencement this school was noisy, careless and inattentive. The 
examination at the close of the school showed great improvement in 
all respects, excellent progress being noticed in reading, spelling and 
arithmetic. Miss Flora M. Stoughton of Charlestown taught the fall 
and winter term and may take commendable pride in the success of 
her second term in Acworth. Under her care this school has fully 
maintained the excellent reputation which it has previously enjoyed.

A glance at the tabular report will show that there has been eleven 
schools in town during the past year. The only scholar in No. 4 kind- 
ly undertook a tramp of two miles across the fields and fences to the 
nearest school, No. 38. In No. 13 the only family of school children 
were accommodated for the summer term at No. 12. Two scholars 
have been provided with school privileges in Unity and one in Lang- 
don. No. 5 has received the lowest number of weeks school, 20; No. 
11 the highest, 24.2; the average for all being 22.6. The whole num- 
ber of pupils who have attended school in town is 167. The percent- 
age of daily attendance has been 94, a trifle lower than last year; the 
whole number of terms 26, 2 less; the number of teachers employed 
16, six less. Of these all have had some previous experience, and 
most of them could refer to several successful terms for their recom- 
mendation. In this direction the principal effort of the School Board 
has been directed. We firmly believe in the principle that the best is 
the cheapest, and that one month of school under the instruction of a 
thoroughly competent and experienced teacher is of more real value to 
the pupil than twice the number of weeks in care of one whose only 
thought is for the passage of time, and the salary which will be due 
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=at the close of the term. No change has been made in text books the 


past year. Some of them have not been in use the five years required 


by law, and we believe they were carefully selected and well adapted 
to the wants of our schools, and may be. safely used until clearly 


-shown that better can be procured. In presenting our report of the 


condition and progress of Acworth schools during the first year of 


- trial under the new law, we recognize the fact that by the act of the 


legislature of 1885 old district lines and titles have been abolished, and 
in speaking of each particular school we have concluded to retain the 


- old numbers by which they have been familiar to our citizens for many 
_ years, as being the most appropriate names by which to designate the 


different schools in town. We fully appreciate and understand the 
unlimited power and control over educational interests which has been 
placed in our hands; greater power in its influence upon the prosperity 
and advancement of our community, and upon the individual rights 
and interests of each and every one of our citizens than was ever be- 
fore placed in the hands of three men in the history of our state. We 
cannot forget that the essential principle of the new system—consol- 
idation—has been repeatedly presented to your consideration during 
the past ten’years, and has been rejected by an increased majority at 


each trial, and in obedience to the emphatic expression of your senti- 


ments and wishes upon this question no radical change has been made 
in the number or location of schools. Asthe law of our state, the 
town system is now fairly upon trial, and we rest with the full assu- 


»rance that the generous, united support which has always been given 
:to our common.schools under the old law will not be withheld from
